Head-on collision claims life of Falmouth woman

A local woman known for her 
love of animals lost her life after a 
head-on collision Thursday, Janu¬ 
ary 29 on Pendleton Hill, a half 
mile north of the city limits of 
Falmouth. Carletta Chaney, 67, of 
Falmouth, died at the scene from 
injuries sustained from the impact 
of the crash. Pendleton County 
emergency personnel was dis¬ 
patched to the two-vehicle acci¬ 
dent just before noon. 

According to the sheriff’s 
report, James Eaton, 52, of Cold 
Spring, was traveling north uphill 
from Falmouth in a 2002 Toyota 
Tacoma pick-up with passenger 
Carla Hutchison, 53, of Alexan¬ 
dria. The vehicle was traveling in 
the right hand lane of the two 
northbound traffic lanes at a speed 
of 55-65 mph when the accident 
occurred. 

Eaton stated that he must have 
looked away causing him to travel 
to the left side of the roadway into 
the southbound lane. His vehicle 
collided head-on with the 1997 


Ford Escort owned by Chaney, 
who was traveling south down the 
hill into Falmouth. 

It appeared that Chaney tried 
to avoid the wreck based on her 
vehicle’s final resting place which 
was across the white southbound 
fog line. There were also brake 
marks indicting that she tried to 
stop. There were no signs of an 
avoidance maneuver on Eaton’s 
part. Two other drivers, Amber 
Ray of Alexandria and Charles 
Bruener of Owenton, who were 
following Chaney in traffic, wit¬ 
nessed the Toyota Tacoma cross¬ 
ing over three lanes. 

Damage to both vehicles was 
very severe. The majority of the 
damage was to the front ends of 
the vehicles. 

Sheriff Craig Peoples, Chief 
Deputy Todd Dennie and Officer 
Jared Brewer of the Pendleton 
County Sheriff’s Office respond¬ 
ed to the scene along with Pendle¬ 
ton County EMTs and the Fal¬ 
mouth Fire Department. Fire¬ 
fighters had to extricate Hutchi¬ 
son from the wrecked truck. 


EMTs were onhand to administer 
first-aid and transport the crash 
victims to a landing zone at 
Southern Elementary where they 
were flown by aircare to Univer¬ 
sity of Cincinnati Medical Center 
for their injuries. Their current 
conditions are unknown as of 
press time. Pendleton County 
Coroner Johnathan Peoples was 
also present at the scene. The 
wrecked vehicles were cleared of 
the roadway by Rodney Miles 
Towing. 

The highway was shutdown 
for one hour and 40 minutes. It 
was reopened at 1:40 p.m. 

No charges have been filed 
against Eaton at this time. A blood 
test was administered and results 
are pending. 

Carletta Chaney was well- 
known in the community for her 
genuine love of animals. She 
would take in strays or unwanted 
pets and do her best to help them. 
Many animals were left in her 
care over the years. Some she

Brian Thompson of the Pend¬ 
leton County Planning and Zon¬ 
ing Commission presented two 
ordinances for consideration to 
the Pendleton County Fiscal Court 
and Judge/Executive David 
Fields. Approval was given for 
the first reading of a map request 
by Jennifer Thornton to change 
zoning from rural (R) to business 
(B) at the Garden Girl Nursery 
located on Hwy 27 south of But¬ 
ler. The change would allow a 
Bar-B-Q restaurant to be operated 
from spring to fall. The Fiscal 
Court, aware of the need for small 
businesses in Pendleton County as 
defined by the Pendleton County 
Comprehensive Plan, felt that this 
request was in compliance with 
the Comprehensive Plan. As this 
was the first reading several steps 


are still required before final 
approval. 

A second request related to 
Pendleton County Zoning Ordi¬ 
nance 920 .OB amending the offi¬ 
cial zoning map for property 
located on Hwy 27, south of Fal¬ 
mouth, is also being changed from 
rural (R) to business (B). Based 
on testimony and evidence sub¬ 
mitted at public hearing, the court 
found that the map amendment 
request is in agreement with the 
2012 Pendleton County Compre¬ 
hensive Plan and existing zoning 
classification given to the proper¬ 
ty is inappropriate. Therefore 
approval was given in accordance 
with the request. This too was a 
first reading. 

Further business included the 
cancellation of the Tornado Safe 
Room/Shelter due to lack of 
funds. The Short Lick Sewer proj¬ 


ect was approved and it was noted 
that no county funds are required 
as the money for this project is 
from a grant. 

Approval was given for bank 
cards for Judge Fields, Vicki King 
and Jailer Kenneth Kells. These 
are for conferences only to sim¬ 
plify registration. The cards have 
a $1500 limit. 

Concern was expressed not 
only by Judge Executive David 
Fields, but by judges executives 
across the state for the stabiliza¬ 
tion of road fund monies granted 
by the General Assembly. All 
present agreed that this was an 
important message to send to 
Frankfort regarding our roads, 
and in fact, all state and county 
roads; that they be diligently

How well do you know your feline companion 


As a cat owner, you do 
your best to take care of 
your pet. But there may be 
some things you don’t 
know about cats that could 
affect its health and happi¬ 
ness. 

For example, a survey 
conducted by Wakefield 
Research found that only 
three percent of respon¬ 
dents thought that playful¬ 
ness is a sign of a healthy 
cat. Here are eight other cat 
facts that can help you keep 
your kitty thriving. 

• Cats require more pro¬ 
tein than dogs. Dietary 
protein is digested and bro¬ 
ken down into individual 
amino acids. While dogs 
require 10 essential amino 
acids, cats require the same 
10 plus one more: taurine. 

• Cats need physical 
activity to maintain their 
muscle tone, alleviate stress 
and burn off excess energy. 
Yet 76 percent of cat own¬ 
ers say their cats spend less 
than half of their time 
being active. Consider tak¬ 
ing your cat out for a walk 
on a leash - it keeps them 
active, gives them a chance 
to explore and is a great 
sensory experience. 

• Nearly half of cat own¬ 
ers (45 percent) think their 
cats may be overweight. 
Remember, an ideal body 
condition is important for 
your cat’s overall health. To 
determine this, you want to 
be able to feel its ribs with 
gentle pressure. If you can’t, 
it might be overeating. If 
you can see its ribs, it might 
be too skinny. Also, with 
the cat in a standing posi¬ 
tion, you want to see a 


waist behind its ribs when 
looking down at the back, 
and a minimal amount of 
abdominal fat when view¬ 
ing from the side. 

• Cats enjoy a variety of 
tastes and textures, so wet 
and dry foods work well 
together. Dry kibble helps 
keep teeth clean. Wet food 
has a protein and moisture 
content that’s close to a 
wild cat’s natural diet. 

• Most cat owners (81 
percent) know bright eyes 
are a key indicator of cat 
health. Another indicator? 
A shiny coat. And what you 
feed your cat can make a 
difference. Within three 
weeks of switching your cat 
to a food optimal in omega- 
6 fatty acids and essential 
vitamins and minerals you 
may notice brighter eyes 
and a shinier coat. 

• Cats like to have a 
clear view of their sur¬ 
roundings in order to detect 
the approach of rivals or 
predators, so keep your cat’s 


food dish out in the open 
or in a high spot to maxi¬ 
mize sight lines. 

• Cats can experience 
“whisker stress,” an annoy¬ 
ing sensation that’s caused 
when their whiskers rub up 
against the sides of the 
bowl. To prevent this, try 
feeding your cat from a flat 
dish, large enough to hold a 
day's worth of food. 

• Most cat owners (98 
percent) consider their cats 
happy, but it may be diffi¬ 
cult to read a cat’s body 
language and non-verbal 
cues. When a cat’s tail is 
pointing upward, with tip 
slightly bent or pointing 
forward, they are in the 
friendly mood. But, if the 
tail is in a similar position 
but with raised hair, a cat 
could be angry. 

To see the differences a 
healthy diet can make, try 
switching your cat’s food 
for just 28 days.

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‘Worst case of animal abuse’ ends in probation

When state and local 
authorities removed 14 
emaciated horses and 49 
horse carcasses from Larry 
Browning's Pendleton 
County farm in mid-April, 
Animal Control Officer 
Scott Pracht called it the 
worst case of animal abuse 
he'd ever seen. 

Nine months later, how¬ 
ever, Browning is free on 
probation and allowed to 
care for horses once more. 

A plea deal was reached 
January 6, a week before the 
case was scheduled to go to 
trial. 

Pracht is so outraged 
that he has quit in protest, 
but the prosecutor calls the 
agreement a fair deal that 
allows the county to ensure 
Browning won't become a 
repeat offender. 

"Everybody - even the 
animal rights activists - said 
they did not want Larry 
Browning to go to jail; they 
just wanted to make sure 
Larry Browning could not 
continue in the horse busi¬ 
ness. And I felt this accom¬ 
plished that goal, at least for 
the next 18 months," said 
Pendleton County Attorney 
Jeff Dean." I intend to make 
Mr. Browning live up to his 
agreement." 

Browning was charged 
with 14 counts of cruelty to 
animals and 49 counts of 
failing to dispose of an ani¬ 
mal carcass within 48 hours, 
first offense. The plea deal 
merged the charges into a 
single count of failing to 
dispose of a carcass, second 
offense. 

Browning entered an 
Alford plea, admitting there 
was enough evidence to 
convict him but not admit¬ 
ting guilt. He received 18 
months' probation and 
must repay the county 
$7,500 for the care of the 
horses removed from his 
farm; a lien against his farm 
is intended to ensure repay¬ 
ment. 

Five horses in good 
health were left on his farm 
in April and Dean said he

has cared for them without 
incident since then. Brown¬ 
ing was allowed to keep 
them and the county will 
check to ensure they're 
treated well, the county 
attorney said. 

But Pracht said the 
agreement doesn't go far 
enough. 

"I felt that there was 
plenty enough evidence to 
get a conviction, and I was 
disappointed," he said. "It 
was an unjust end to this 
case. It sends the wrong 
message to the public, that 
these kinds of things can 
happen and you can get 
away with it." 

Pracht, who worked 
part-time for Pendleton 
County and works full-time 
in Kenton County, spent 
more than a month investi¬ 
gating Browning after 
receiving an anonymous tip 
about starving horses. He 
said the evidence he gath¬ 
ered included hundreds of 


photos, veterinarians' 
reports on the horses' 
health, and scientific analy¬ 
sis of the hay and water on 
the farm. 

Authorities removed 15 
horses from the farm: 14 
emaciated ones, plus a mare 
who had just given birth 
and was not in poor health. 

Most of the horses had 
Henneke body scores of 
between 1.5 and 3; healthy 
horses have body scores of 
between 4 and 7. And 
Pracht said the farm's water 
sources were all contami¬ 
nated with dead horses, 


there was no grass for the 
horses to eat, and the quali¬ 
ty of the hay was suitable for 
cattle, not horses. 

Browning initially 
agreed to an interview with 
the Enquirer through his 
attorney, but he canceled 
the appointment. 

He and his attorney, 
Donald Wells, have main¬ 
tained that Browning did 
nothing wrong and was sim¬ 
ply overwhelmed by caring 
for horses left on his farm by 
others amid last year's harsh 
winter. Dean said his fear 
was that a jury of Brown¬ 
ing's peers might agree. 

"Larry was somewhat 
victimized by several things, 
including the closure of all 
those horse slaughterhouses 
that we once had, and the 
fact that he tried to cooper¬ 
ate with some other folks 
who couldn't care for their 
horses anymore or didn't 
want them," Wells said. 

He said Browning 
intends to retire from the 
horse business and sell his 
70-acre farm. 

The emaciated horses 
removed from the farm were 
placed in foster care, and 
Pracht said they're thriving. 
In fact, he and his wife 
adopted one of them, an 
Appaloosa mare named 
Macy. 

"All the horses are look¬ 
ing great," he said. "All it 
took was giving them hay, a 
proper water source and de- 
wormer. I didn't work any 
magic on them; all it took 
was feeding them properly."

Miracle in Mason: Pendleton County Boys Basketball Team defeats 
heavily favored Bryan Station for the regional crown, March, 1965

When Pendleton County’s Wildcats hoisted the winner’s 
trophy to the thunderous acclaim of their followers, many 
wondered how they had achieved this improbable victory. 
For, Bryan Station was big and powerful. They had two all¬ 
staters: Robert “Long John” Berry, 6’ 7”, at center and 
Hannibal Ware, a stylish guard who could do it all. Coach 
Phillip Wood said that when he scouted them the night 
before, they looked so organized, polished and strong, he 
thought there was no way that his smallish band of home¬ 
grown players could effectively compete against this power 
house from Lexington. But when the last shot was fired, the 
scoreboard blazed: Pendleton 70, Bryan Station 59! 

But there is more to this story, much more, for the 
Wildcats had upset Bourbon County in the semifinals of 
this tournament. Bourbon County was ranked third of all 
high school teams in Kentucky and many considered them 
the favorite to win the region. Their players measured 6’ 6”; 
5’ 11”; 6’ 5”; 6’ 5”; and 6’ 2”; and they had a balanced 
offensive attack. 

But, Bourbon County ran into a scrappy band of Wild¬ 
cats who were not intimidated by their size nor ranking. 
Coach Wood had installed shortly before the end of the 
regular season a three-guard offense and it was just begin¬ 
ning to jell. Plus on this day, Pendleton had an incredible 
hot shooter who rained in from all angles, 33 points. Some¬ 
one remarked that Jack Wright could have twirled the ball 
on his fingertips, blown it with his breath, and it would 
have gone in. Final score: Pendleton 64; Bourbon 57! 

But it is a mistake to think Pendleton was a one man 
team. Far from it, for various players led this team in scor¬ 
ing from game to game. And, the Wildcats ball handling 
and defense were outstanding. Coach Wood said that Gary 
Barnard and Pete Wright were the two best defensive guards 
that he ever coached. He said that Gary would feint at the 
player he was defending and when this player pivoted to go 
the other way, there would be Gary waiting on him to make 
his turn. Also, two of my sources said that Elmo McKinney 
was an outstanding jumper, described by one as the best 
jumper for a white boy whom he had ever seen. Moreover, 
Butch Hays led an able bench. Finally, the leader of the 
team was the late Donald King. More on him later. 

Multiple sources said it was desire and defense that 
enabled Pendleton to win its toughest game of the tourna¬ 
ment... the quarterfinal against Paris Independent. Paris 
had beaten Pendleton by 18 points on the next to the last 
game of the season. They had a 6’ 11” center. Final score: 
Pendleton 54; Paris Independent 52! 

Please note that the margin of victory expanded with 
each game they played in the tournament. There it is: three 
upset victories and a regional championship, but there is 
more to this story, perhaps the most intriguing is how they 
got to this pinnacle. 

Background Information 

This was the first year as head coach at Pendleton High 
School for Phillip Wood. His assistant was Cecil Hellard. 
However, prior to coming to Pendleton High School, Phil¬ 
lip had taught and coached at McKenneysburg Graded 
School. There he had coached Gary Barnard, Pete Wright 
and Elmo McKinney. They had graduated and gone on to 
Pendleton High, and were pleased to get back under the 
tutelage of Coach Wood. 

Jack Wright had transferred to Pendleton High School 
from Falmouth High School and had to sit out a year 
because his family did not move from the city of Falmouth. 
He was a junior, but was on the junior varsity team at the 
beginning of the year. He moved up to the varsity on the 
eighth game of the season. 

Suspensions and Loss of a Key Player 

Pendleton began to play better and win some games 
during the early season. They trounced Breckinridge High 
in a tournament in Morehead and seven players were sus¬ 
pended for four games for violation of team rules. This 
suspension lasted thru their Christmas tournament and 
apparently got the teams attention concerning behavior 
that was inappropriate. 

But there was still some dissension on the team, for after 
the Highlands game, a leading scorer and rebounder, quit 
the team. There is difference of opinion as to why he quit, 
but it caused the team to regroup again. 

Team Size and Attitude 

Gary Barnard, 5’7”, Guard; Pete Wright, 5’ 10”, Guard; 
Jack Wright, 6’ 1”, Center; Donald King, 6’ 1”, Forward; 
and Elmo McKinney, 6’ 0”, Forward. Butch Hays was sixth 
man, according to Coach Wood. Also, according to Coach 
Wood, all of the five starters could score and this was borne 
out in the box scores of various games. 

This was not a big team but it had a big heart. As one 

person described the team, “They came to play, kick_, 

and take names later!” Another person described them more 
politely. “They would fight figuratively their opponents 
from the opening tip-off to the final horn!” 

And, speaking of fighting, this writer notes that some of 
the players would fight each other during practice. One 
player recalled a fight that occurred between two of the 
players. Coach Wood ordered the two to run laps as punish¬ 
ment. And, they fought with each other as they ran. He 
then ordered the two to a shower. Checking on them a few 
minutes later, he found they were still fighting. 

One of the players involved in the fighting was identi¬ 
fied by Coach Wood as being a leader of the team. He 
wouldn’t back down from pushing and shoving, grabbing 
jerseys, stepping on an opponent’s foot when lining up for 
a jump ball, or trying to intimidate with dirty looks and 
words. “He wouldn’t start it, but if the opposing team 
wanted to play that way, he was right there in their mus¬ 
tache.” Another source claimed that this player would pinch 
and pull and shove, that he was an Intimidator.

Posi¬ 
tioned behind the foul circle as a teammate shot a free 
throw, I was blindsided by a fist to the stomach that dou¬ 
bled me over. It was done so surreptitiously that the referee 
did not see it. It is part of the game.) 

The source who called Donald King an Intimidator 
should know, for he is his older brother, Dickie King, who 
led Pendleton County in scoring when he played four years 
earlier. 

Three-Guard Offense and the 
Last Three Games of the Season 

These two items are linked because there is some evi¬ 
dence that the new offense instituted by Coach Wood may 
have contributed to this less than auspicious end to the 
regular season. What is a three guard offense? Simplified, it 
the omission of the center position as traditionally played 
by the tallest player on the team who gets as close as possible 
to his goal, turns his back on said goal and works for a 
power position from which to shoot. 

For it to work best, the three-guard offense requires a 
third guard who is a good handler of the ball. Who can fake 
effectively. Who can see the entire floor and what is happen¬ 
ing. Who can shoot well. And, who knows how to jump 
into a defensive man rather than away from him on a drive. 
Jack Wright was all of these. A well known basketball con¬ 
temporary said, “Jack was a magician with the basketball.” 

Coach Wood introduced this new offense late during 
the season and it is generally thought that Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty temporarily regressed as they learned the new offense. 
Regardless, they lost their last three games. First to Fleming 
County by two points; then to Paris, as already noted, by 18 
points. Pete Wright said that they played Paris away on their 
floor which was old and crowded. Fans sat very close to the 
floor and would make derogatory remarks to the players as 
they took the ball out-of-bounds. 

It could get warm at this time of the year and the sun 
shone thru the upstairs windows on the gym floor. And, 
Paris had arranged for the sun to be in Pendleton’s eyes dur¬ 
ing the second half. Pete said we had trouble concentrating 
on and seeing our goal. Finally, Pendleton lost to Harrison 
County by 22 points. Not an impressive way to end the 
regular season. 

District Tournament 

The Pendleton Wildcats came together to defeat rival 
Falmouth 78-51 in the first round with Barnard and Pete 
Wright turning in solid performances and totals of 14 
points each. Interestingly, also, House, Veirs, Hays, and 
Gregg played and scored. 

Pendleton finally found its rhythm in the semifinals 
against Bracken County which had beaten Pendleton dur¬ 
ing the regular season. The final score wasn’t even close as 
they played their best game of the season: Pendleton 75; 
Bracken 43. Again, McKinney, J. Wright, King, Ice, House, 
Barnard, Hays, and P. Wright all played and scored. 

Augusta was their opponent in the finals and this game 
proved to be much tougher. Augusta jumped to a 10-0 lead 
which Barnard cut to eight with a field goal after four min¬ 
utes of play. Augusta led at halftime by 33-29. But Pendle¬ 
ton turned up its defense early in the second half, got ahead, 
stalled to some degree, and put away the victory 58-50. 

The box score for this game shows McKinney with 5 
points; J. Wright, 16; King, 16; Barnard 8; and P. Wright, 
12. Well-balanced! 

A solid performance but not spectacular. Who among 
their fans thought they could win the regional tournament 
with a 20-10 record against the formidable competition 
which they faced? 

The Regional Final 

I think the Paris game was the turning point, for one of 
the players whom I interviewed indicated they feared Paris 
more than anyone because of the way they had beaten 
Pendleton in the second to last game of the season. Then, 
the incredible victory over Bourbon County when all of the 
stars were rightly aligned and caused Pendleton to play over 
their heads and out the door. Anyone who has played ath¬ 
letics seriously knows that feeling when everything goes well 
and confidence lubricates the mind and muscle. 

Although we already know how the final game turned 
out, it seems only fitting that we take one final closer look 
at a game we remember 50 years past:

Robert ‘Long John Berry & Co. jumped out to a 9-2 lead 
before Coach Phillip Wood got his Wildcats on track. Bryan 
Station led at the end of the first quarter, 11-10. 

Pendleton shot an unbelievable 75% from the field during 
the second stanza to lead 34-27 at halftime. Jack Wright and 
Don King led the way. Although Pendleton could not stop 
Berry, they did an excellent job of containing their All State 
guard, Hannibal Ware who had only 5 points at the half-way 
mark. 

Bryan Station charged to within one point of the Cats when 
the Defenders spurted early in the second half. Ware found his 
range and Berry continued to hit. Then, the shortest player on 
the floor stood tall and made two of the biggest buckets of the 
game and perhaps his career... Gary Barnard with two of his 
patented long one-handers. (Three pointers today.) 

Bryan Stations rally died. The Cats went into their stall 
and the crowd, and seemingly Bryan Station, sat back and 
waited for the end.! The box score told the tale:

Antrobus 
lead Cats with eight points in 
the quarter. 

In the third quarter, 
Campbell County pulled 
ahead by as many as 16 points, 
but the Wildcats clawed back 
thanks in large part to Wade 
Browning who provided 
offense off the bench. Brown¬ 
ing knocked down a three- 
pointer to trim the deficit to 
10 as the quarter came to a 
close. 

The Wildcats narrowed 
the Camels lead to 57-50 after 
Grant Walsh connected on a 
three-pointer but unfortunate¬ 
ly that would be as close as the 
Cats would come in trying to 
mount a comeback. Following 
a charge call on Antrobus after 
a driving layup attempt, 
Campbell County quickly 
jumped ahead 65-50 and 
would not look back. The Cats 
offense suddenly went stone 
cold as the club went scoreless 
for over four minutes as time 
began to slip away. The Cam¬ 
els ultimately claimed a 
13-point victory and took a 
42-41 advantage in the all- 
time series lead. Browning lead 
the Cats with 14 points and 
six rebounds. Hunter Lea 
missed a near double-double 
as the senior finished with 
eight points and 10 rebounds. 

"Campbell County is good 
enough to win the region 
again. They made big plays the 
whole night," said head coach 
Keaton Belcher. "To be able to 
beat a team like that, you have 
to make shots, especially at 
home." 

The Wildcats clashed with 
Harrison County on Jan. 30., 
and were defeated 77-62. The 


Cats fell behind 10-4 early, 
but Wade Browning contin¬ 
ued his strong play by pouring 
in six first quarter points as 
both teams traded baskets in a 
fast-paced start to the contest. 
As time expired in the opening 
quarter, Michael Antrobus was 
fouled on a three-point 
attempt and the junior guard 
calmly sank all three of his 
awarded free throws to pull 
the Cats within a point at 
17-16. 

The Wildcats claimed the 
lead to begin the second quar¬ 
ter as junior Hunter Wood 
and Browning buried three- 
pointer's to give the Cats a 
22-17 advantage. 

Harrison County then 
went on a run of its own, re¬ 
taking the lead and pulling 
ahead by as many 15 points 
while the Cats offense went 
stagnant. The Thorobreds 
closed the half on a 19-4 run 
to take a 43-32 lead into the 
half. 

In the third quarter, Har¬ 
rison County was able to 
maintain its lead despite mini¬ 


run's by the Cats to try get 
within reach. A Hunter Lea 
three-pointer pulled 

Pendleton County within 
seven points but the Cats 
would not get any closer than 
that. Harrison County built 
an 18-point advantage mid¬ 
way through the fourth quar¬ 
ter, including a 10-0 run that 
the Cats simply could not dis¬ 
rupt. Harrison County cruised 
back to the Hilltop with a 
15-point win. 

"Harrison County shot the 
ball extremely well from the 
field, hitting 59 percent from 
two-point range and 43 per¬ 
cent from behind the three- 
point line," explained coach 
Belcher. "Our defense has to 
get better if we want to con¬ 
tend for the district tourna¬ 
ment." 

This week, the Wildcats 
travel to Walton-Verona on 
Feb. 4., before returning home 
to host Sayre on Feb. 6., at 
8pm. The Cats conclude the 
week on Feb. 7., with a road 
matchup at Williamstown. 
Tip-off is slated for 4:30 p.m.

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Sundowner Syndrome 


If you care for someone 
with dementia or Alzheim¬ 
er’s disease you may notice 
that they get increasingly 
agitated, anxious, more con¬ 
fused or aggressive as the 
sun begins to set. These 
symptoms may be associat¬ 
ed with sundowner syn¬ 
drome. Sundowner syn¬ 
drome causes people to be 
confused at the end of the 
day and into the night. It is 
common for individuals 
who are sundowning to 
pace, wander, ignore direc¬ 
tions and not sleep well. 

While the cause of sund¬ 
owner syndrome is not fully 
understood by scientists, 
theories to its cause include 
changes in a person’s inter¬ 
nal biological clock, which 
is controlled by circadian 
rhythms; changes in body 
temperature; sleeping disor¬ 
der; inadequate exposure to 
light and a side effect to 
some medication. The 
shorter and sometimes gray¬ 
er days of winter can some¬ 
times exacerbate these 


symptoms. 

As a caregiver, various 
environmental or behavioral 


changes can help alleviate 
some of the symptoms asso¬ 
ciated with sundowning. 
For example, morning light 
therapy may help alleviate 
restlessness, sleeplessness 
and agitation. Researchers 
suggest trying to shine a 
full-spectrum fluorescent 
lamp on the individual 
while they are participating 
in morning activities such as 
eating breakfast or watching 
television. Pulling the blinds 
and turning regular lights 
on earlier in the evening 
may also help alleviate stress 
associated with the sun set¬ 
ting. When possible, it can 
be helpful to organize daily 
events and activities, includ¬ 
ing doctor’s appointments, 
visits and outings early in 
the day. Exercise during the 
day can even increase eve¬ 
ning tiredness and lead to a 
more restful night. A sup¬ 
plement of melatonin has 
also shown promise in help¬ 
ing individuals cope with 
sundowner syndrome.

Radon is invisible, tasteless, 
odorless and dangerous 


Radon is the Number 
one cause of lung cancer 
after smoking. It annually 
kills more than 21,000 
Americans and accounts for 
about 12 percent of all can¬ 
cer deaths. But you don’t 
have to be a victim. 

Radon is a radioactive 
gas that comes from the nat¬ 
ural decay of uranium that is 
found in nearly all soils. 
Typically, it moves up 
through the ground to the 
air above and into your 
home through cracks and 
other holes in the founda¬ 
tion. Once radon is in your 
home, it can get trapped and 
build up. Any home can 
have a radon problem old, 
new, drafty, well-sealed and 
homes with or without base¬ 
ments. Approximately one 
in 15 homes in the United 
States has elevated radon 
levels. 

Exposure to radon may 
not cause immediate dam¬ 
age, but the long-term threat 
of lung cancer is very real. As 
radon decays, it emits radio¬ 
active particles, and when 
you inhale them, the parti¬ 


cles overwhelm your cells 
with cancer-causing radia¬ 
tion and cause lung damage. 

Radon testing is easy and 
inexpensive and will only 
take a little of your time. 
Don’t rely on your neigh¬ 
bor’s test results to assess 
your own home; radon levels 
vary from house to house. If 
you find elevated radon lev¬ 
els in your home or office, 
you’ll have some simple 
options to decrease it, thus 
greatly reducing your risk 
for developing lung cancer. 

Radon test kits are free in 
Kentucky. The Kentucky 
Radon Program’s website, 
http: / / chfs. ky. gov/ dph/ i nfo/ 
phps/radongas.htm, has a 
list of counties that provide 
free radon testing kits and 
people to contact if your 
county does not offer free 
kits, You may also call 502- 
564-4856 to obtain a free 
test kit.

A nonprofit that benefits 
from the trust fund, the Ken¬ 
tucky Association of Food 


Banks’ Farms to Food Banks 
program, pays farmers for 
produce that retailers don’t 
want because of minor blem¬ 
ishes or size discrepancies and 
distributes it to low-income 
Kentuckians to serve to their 
families. Farmers are able to 
generate revenue for product 
they would not have been 
able to sell otherwise, and 
healthy food is consumed 
rather than being plowed 
under in the field. 

The Farms to Food Banks 
program received a grant of 
$41,433 from the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture in 
2014 thanks to donations 
from individuals who desig¬ 
nated a portion of their state 


income tax refund to the 
Farms to Food Banks Trust 
Fund. 

In 2014, 373 Kentucky 
farmers from 66 counties 
were paid an average of 
$1,450 for the produce they 
provided to the KAFB’s 
Farms to Food Banks pro¬ 
gram. More than 3 million 
pounds of Kentucky-grown 
fruits and vegetables were dis¬ 
tributed to our hungry neigh¬ 
bors in all 120 counties rather 
than going to waste in the 
field. That is the equivalent 
of filling half a plate full of 
fruits and vegetables for 4.8 
million meals. For more

Help young people be 
good digital citizens 


Social media has made it 
easier than ever to share infor¬ 
mation with a large group of 
people, but that ability comes 
with a lot of responsibility. 
Oftentimes, young people 
can get into trouble on social 
media by sharing too much 
private information or by 
using the anonymity the web 
affords to be verbally abusive 
to others. In 4-H, we teach 
young people how to be good 
citizens. Those principles of 
good citizenship should 
extend into the digital world. 

A recent study conducted 
by a University of Kentucky 
family scientist with middle 
school and high school stu¬ 
dents in Paris Independent 
Schools revealed that the 
amount of time that young 
people spent online increases 
as they age. So does instances 
of cyberbullying. Instagram, a 
social media based on photo 
sharing, was the preferred way 
for both groups to share 
information with their 
friends. 

In 4-H, we see a lot of 
young people using Instagram 
and Twitter to connect with 
their friends. Facebook is used 
too but in a more formal 
sense. 

An emerging social media 
platform is Yik Yak, an app 
that allows people who live 


close together to anonymous¬ 
ly communicate with each 
other through short postings 
or Yaks, much like tweets on 
Twitter. This app is very pop¬ 
ular with college students 
now and is gaining popularity 
amongst high school stu¬ 
dents. 

As parents, you can ensure 
your child is being a smart 
digital citizen by monitoring 
the social media sites they 
join. Talk with your young 
person about thinking criti¬ 
cally about the implications 
of posting information. 
Things like home addresses, 
phone numbers and any other 
identifying information 
should not be posted on social 
media sites. 

Horror stories of extreme 
cyberbullying are consistently 
in the news. It’s important 
that your child understands 
that they should not post 
information online that 
might be hurtful to others. 
Even if they think they are 
only sharing this information 
with a close group of friends, 
it doesn’t mean that those 
friends can’t or won’t share it 
with others.
